REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose in combination a muntin clip and a muntin wherein 
the muntin clip is formed with a base and two protruding arms which engage the frame 
and the faces of the glazing unit. The arms of the clip having a locking tab, a guide 
recess, as well as guide surfaces on both sides of the locking tab. The muntin itself 
formed with en elongated channel which receives the locking tab and is fitted to the 
guide recess. The muntin is driven along the locking tabs and slides along the guide 
surfaces on opposites sides of the locking tab. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
